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It is a strange thing that nowa- 
days we do not hear as much as 
we used to about the horse being 
superseded by the engine for farm 
work. Three or four years ago 
the favorite theme of some of the 
newspapers was the conquest of 
the prairies by the steam or gas- 
oline plow. But now the sale of 
tracters has dropped away, and 
the horse is still in as great de- 
mand as ever. It would seem 
that the power plow, while well 
suited for breaking up the raw 
prairie, does not suitas well when 
going over ground that has 
been ‘cropped once or twice! 
There are quite a few engines in 
use throughout the district 
plowing, but the horse is doing 
most of the work. 


The cultivation ofalfalfa is go- 
ing to receive a great impetus 
throughout this district during 
the present season. Farmers 
who have already some acres in 
alfalfa are increasing their acre- 
age, and many farmers who had 
not tried it out before are getting 
ground in shape for seeding it. 
It isnow absolutely proved that 
afalfa can be profitably grown 
here on irrigated land, and there 
were numerous fine fields within 
a radius of ten miles of Strath- 
more last year. Alfalfa r quires 
more labor at the start in prepar- 
ing the ground, etc., than some 
other crops, but one seeding will 
be all that is necessary for a con- 
siderable number of years, under 
favorable circumstances, and 
when the alfalfa field is plowed 
up as great yields can be cbtained 
as from virgin soil. The number 
of livestock in the district is in- 
creasing so fast that the open 
range and prairie hay is insufli- 
cient to feed them, and the grow- 
ing of alfalfa provides the rem- 
edy.

Those who wish to start raising 
the succulent strawberry have their 
opportunity rightnow. TheC,P R, 
Farm is taking orders for plants 
from their plot, from which several 
successful crops have already been 
raised, 
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Torcnto Saturday Night, in an 
editorial in last issue, deals wiih 
the irrigation situation here, and 
without stating which party is 
right, calls for more Government 
investigation, It regards the offer 
made by some of the tarmers last 
year, to crop one field by dry farm- 
ing methods, and let the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture crop another 
by irrigation methods, as a very 
fair one. 

Now that most of the farmers 
have sold their hogs on account 
of the scarcity of feed, the price is 
going up, The cold storage pros 
position made by Strathmore U. F, 
A. last, year points to the solution 
ot the fickleness of the hog market, 
but it would need to be done on a na- 
tion wide scdle, It stands to reason 


that the vast quanity of hogs mark- 
eted throughout the west during 
the past six months have not all 
reached the consumers table, but 
the people who are getting the ben- 
fit of the low prices last winter are 
the big packers, who have large 
storage facilities. 

A scheme put fofward by a respon. 
sible irrigation authority is that the 
people of Strathmore should have 
rrigation ditches running through 
their streets and lanes. There is 
no doubt that this would soon make 
Strathmore a town beautiful, by the 
help they would give to tree culture 
and gardening. Itis said that the 
putting of the scheme into execu- 
tion would not cost very much. 
Besides the irrigation benefits, 
housewives would appreciate the 
benefits of having plenty cf soft 
water on tap throughout the sum- 
mer time for washing purposes.

Arbor Day is not observed in 
Canada to the extent which. its im- 
portance warrants 

The people of Canada must ever 
keep in mind theic dependence upon 
her forests, With large areas surt- 
able only tor forestry purposes, it 
is essential that the value of trees 
and their protection should be 
thoroughly impressed upon Canad- 
ians. 

While Arbor Day is observed in 
the rural schools, and in some city 
schools, its recognition by the 
general public isnot as general as 
it should be, 

In the province of Alberta, Arbor 
Day is a public holiday, It is 
very generally observed by the 
towns and school districts for the 
planting of trees and flowers. More 
general public recognition should be 
givea to Arbor Day, and the plant- 
ing aad protection of shade trees, 
the preparation of flower and vege- 
table gardens, and thorough clean- 
ing up of all homes and surround- 
ings should be advocated as special 
duties for the day, Alberta is in 
need of trees, and every encourage- 
ment should be given to their in- 
crease. 

Arbor Day has its justifiication in 
the value of trees, trom whatever 
point of view they may be consider= 


ed. Nothing contributes so much | 


to make the world a_ pleasant place 
to live in as trees. The true home 
feeling is not satisfied without the

Frenchman's Auto Uses Wind as 
Motive Power 


Bertram De Lesseps, a brother of 
the famous airman, has his brother's 
Mking for flying. Only he wanted 
to do his “flying” safely on terra 
firma, and so he rigged up an aerial 
auto to do it in. 

Except for the general outline, the 


Propeller on Auto 


machine resembles thé automobile 
very little. Instead of gasoline as a 
motive power, it uses the wind. A 
“rotary wing” aerial propeller, the 
shape and curve of which are based 
upon those of a bird’s wing, drive the 
machine along at a fairly good speed. 
The propeller ts placed a little to one 
side of the machine’s rear so It can 
be turned towards the wind. The 
wings are protected at the sides by 
shield bars 

Not only has it to be blown along 
roads, up and down hill, but it has 
been lashed upon a scow which car. 
ried a load of 270 tons and it succed- 
ed in propelling the scow at a speed 
of five miles an hour down stream and 
two miles and hour up stream, The 
socow was as manageable as if driven 
by the ordinary machine propeller,
